At 12 o'clock this afternoon the 
riv er at Dix on was at a stand. 
It did 
not rise any since 1 o’clock. 
The 
Ice south of the island abov e the 
dam commenced to go out at 4 :00 
o’clock this morning. 
The ice is 
all gone between here and Grand De­ 
tour and practically all gone between 
Grand Detour and Oregon. 
From 7 o’clock this morning un­ 
til 1 o’clock this afternoon, tin* wa­ 
ter raised 10 inches abov e and 12 
inches below the dam. 
It is reported 
that there are m iles of solid ice from 
)regon to J anesv ille, Wis. 
lee coming from as far up the riv ­ 
er as Rockford has nev er damaged

W hen tbe area an d square in ches of 
surface are taken in to con sid eration , 
the largest coin s ever issued by an y 
govern m en t on the glola? w ere those put 
in to circulation by Swed en d urin g the 
sixteen th 
cen tury. 
These 
m am m oth 
pieces are n either roun d , square, oval 
n or octagon in shape, but are great ir­ 
regular slabs of copper d escribed as 
“resem blin g pieces of a boiler after an 
explosion .” The sm allest piece issued 
tin d er the law* which authorized this gi­ 
gan tic coin age w as au irregular rectan ­ 
gular slab of about tw elve square in ch­ 
es of surface an d about half an in ch 
thick. It w as w orth 30 cen ts. Tlie lar­ 
gest of the sam e series w*as about a 
foot square an d had a face value of $4. 
Each of these copper slabs Is stam ped 
in several places on the face, the vari­ 
ous in scription s givin g the d ate, d en om ­ 
in ation . etc. Tlie four d ollar piece m en ­ 
tion ed last above is n early an in ch in 
thickn ess an d weighs four poun d s, lack­ 
in g a Tract ion . 


(■ticiin ti« ' E arth w o rm » . 
The gian t of the earthw orm # is a 
creature of A ustralia kn own to the sci­ 
en tists as M egascolid es australis. 
Al­ 
though it is a m on ster, from four to 
six feet in len gth an d from on e to on e 
an d three-quarter in ches In d iam eter, it 
is as harm less as our com mon an gle­ 
worm , which it much resem bles both in 
color an d bod ily structure. 
Like our 
common an glew orm , it can on ly he re­ 
moved from its burrow s w ith great 
d ifficulty.

Gentle as a g irl by breeding , rou g h 
as a coarse boy by env ironm ent, wise 
to a fau lt to know where and how to 
manifest either, slow to learn the de­ 
tails of intricate propositions,

qu ick to catch and hold the g eneral 
featu res. 
Zealou s and insistent to 
obtain, he made su re of what he 
learned and cou ld produ ce it when 
called u pon.

None of the

to its inv alidation were affected. 
So 
in this case the primaries will be 
arrang ed for and the probabilities 
are that they will be held u nder the 
law as it now stands. 
If the law 
later is knocked ou t the nex t leg is­ 
latu re which meets before there is 
another state prim ary , may correct 
the defects. 
There has been talk of a special 
session of the g eneral assembly in 
case the law is 
declared 
inv alid. 
There is not mu ch liklihood of su ch' 
an ev ent, for the cost wou ld be g reat 
and the emerg ency 
nothing .

sides the leg islatu re meets within a 
few months and a special session is 
u nnecessary .

A veteran traveler in 
th a t district describes 
the pro cess: 
“ Each riding cam el has a bridle, o r : 
rather a halter, o f plaited leather like J 
an o rdinary halter, and the cam el is ' 
guided as a ho rse wo uld be if riding i 
him w ith o ne rein o nly. 
The saddle is j 
a m o st elabo rate affair. 
To adjust , 
o ne pro perly o n a cam el’s hum p is an ! 
a rt extrem ely difficult to m aster. 
First 
tw o cushio ns o f leather, stuffed w ith 
grass straw , are placed o n the anim al’s 
hump, and o n these is set the saddle. 
This latter co nsists o f tw o wo o den 
fo rks, o ne in fro nt and o ne behind, co n­ 
nected by a side bo ard. 
Abo ve this is 
placed the seat o f the saddle, w hich is 
built like a square saucer. The to ps o f 
the wo o den fo rks rising in fro nt and* 
behind fo rm 
tw o saddleho rns, 
and, 
o nce o ne has nego tiated his way into 
the saucer and installed the feet and 
legs by letting them, fro m the knee 
do w nw ard, hang o ver the fro nt, o ne is 
pretty safe fro m falling o ut. 
Cushio ns 
and m gs placed in this saucerlike de­ 
pressio n add to the co m fo rt. 
The sad­ 
dle is secured by n wide girth and also 
by a sho ulder strap and girth at the 
back th a t takes the place o f a crupper. 
“ There are, o f co urse, no stirrups, the 
fo o t m erely hanging o ver the fro nt. 
A fter o ne has learned to avo id an o c­ 
casio nal dig in the m iddle o f the back 
fro m the hindm o st ho rn and has be­ 
co m e accusto m ed to the w eight o f the 
legs hanging o ver the fro nt, camel rid­ 
ing is very co m fo rtable and far less 
tirin g th a n ho rseback riding, especially 
as o ne’s po sitio n can l>o varied in m any 
w ays by riding sidesaddle o r cro ssing 
the legs o n the cam el’s neck, and so 
fo rth.

the saddle are hung rifle, field glasses, 
prism atic co m pass and w ater bo ttle. 
A lto gether It is a pretty co m plete o ut­ 
fit and o nly equaled by a Chinese chair 
fo r co nvenience in traveling w hen o ne 
w ishes to h un t and nap a t the sam e 
tim e.”

lays and all sorts of ob structive tactics 
used. 
This was contradicted, 
how­ 
ever. b y Aldrich and t ’rane and otle*r 
leading senators not memb ers of tin* 
interstate commerce committee. They 
said they would 
favor 
seeking an 
agreement whereb y the b ill could 1*c 
placed on the calendar as the unfin­ 
ished b usiness ahead of the statehood 
b ill. 
They said they thought 
the promi­ 
nence given the railroad rate question, 
and the interest the people of the whole 
United States have taken in it. entitled 
the question to early consideration. It 
was agreed, however, on all sides that 
the discussion must b e prolonged, and 
that undoub tedly it would Ik* as b itter 
as any that b ns ever taken place in 
the senate. All factions conceding that 
the Hepb urn b ill will pass the senate 
the only contest will l>e over an ef­ 
fort to incon>orute into the b ill some 
provision for court review of orders of 
the interstate commerce commission. 
Aldrich and Grane authorized

would have voted for it if it had con­ 
tained the addition of a provision for 
review b y the courts of the findings of 
the commission.
